towns 'as to the proposed increase in 
fares. Many suggestions were offered, 
but no definite action was taken.

Upon op 
euing Mr. Harrigan explained tha pur-

He said there 
has not been a snow storm to amount 
to anything for several years and that 
means' a great saving to the company. 
"1£ no money Is being made," continued 
Mr. Stott. "how can the company lay 
new rails in Gorham street and other 
parts of the city?" 
He concluded by 


saying the company was not very so- 
llcltlous for the comfort o£ its patrons, 
for, he said, it does not matter If a

Unfortunately

ed, because the suction shuttle law is 
so indefinite. 


"The construction of 
the 
law 
is 


such," he said, "that it is very dim- 
cult to enforce It. It may be interpret- 
ed that the employer may be held re- 
sponsible for the acts of the operatives 
contrary to th'e law and 
regulations 


posted In the establishment." 


Chapter 2S1, Acts of 1911, reads as 


follows: 


"It shall be unlawful for any pro- 
prietor of a factory or any officer or 
agent or other person to 
require or 
permit the use of suction shuttles, 'or 
any form of shuttle 
in

whlch.'any part of the shuttle or any 
thread Is put In the mouth or touched 
by the lips of the operator, rt shall be 
the dutyt of the state board of labor 
and Industries to enforce the provi- 
sions of this act." 
An attempt wag made .by manufac- 
turers to have the law 'changed last 
year in such a way as to remove the 
responsibility of the employer for 
the 


acts of the employes, 
Commissioner 


Mulready said, but finally the employ- 
era and the employes, who violently 
opposed this change, agreed that un- 
der the present law this board can de- 
cide In given cases whether or not the 
law Is being violated. 


The "Bellsie" shuttle Is designed to. 


be operated with a wire hook by which 
the shuttle may

mills a large percentage of the work-

ski has been in the United States sev- 
eral months, having passed the immi- 
gration authorities with little difficul- 
ty. 
Until yesterday his identity wa« 


not suspected. 


Sjczynski requested adjudication of 


his status in this country in order that 
he might apply for citizenship. 
His 


case was adjusted and he was paroled 
in custody of his counsel. 


The shooting of Count Potockl ia 


said to have grown out of political 
strife between the Polish aristocracy 
and the Ruthenian peasantry. 
Sjczyn- 


ski, who was a student at that time, 
killed the count while the' latter was 
granting an audience 
to 
Ruthenian 


students at the governor's palace. The 
assassin did not resist arrest. 
When 


led through the governor's ante-cham- 
ber, he said to some Ruthenian peas- 
ants who were waiting for an audi- 
ence: 
"I have done this 
for you." 


Sjczynski's brother, who had been In- 
formed of the plan to kill the gover- 
nor, committed suicide a short time 
before the murder. 


The assassination 
caused great ex- 


citement throughout the empire, the 
Potocki family being among the most 
prominent of Polish blood. 


After two trials Sjczynski was con- 


demned to death, but thla sentence was 
commuted to 20 years' imprisonment 
by Emperor Francis Joseph.

and went to Sweden. At the outbreak 
of the present war he went to Austria 
as a correspondent for a Norwegian 
newspaper.

The president spoke amid scenes of 


patriotic fervor In the crpwded con- 
vention hall Into which the old Census 
building had been converted. Colonel 
David J. Palmer, commander-ln-chlef 
of the G. A. R.. introduced him amid 
thunderous cheering and informed him 
that the veterans stood solidly behind 
the administration's conduct of 
the 


present day foreign problems, and that 
their sons would supportvhlm in any 
steps he might take. 


Applause frequently interrupted the 


president as he spoke to the veterans, 
their families and friends. He did not 
touch directly on the European war 
or on problems growing out of it, but 
devoted his address to the mission of 
the United States 
and 
the 
lessons 


taught by the Civil war. He spoke of 
the Civil war as one\of the few in 
history of -which both sides should 
be proud.

form work where friction Is necessary 
to enable them to function properly 
while other parts will work more efll- 
clently aa the amount of friction Is 
reduced. 
For Instance, it is necessary 


to have friction between the parts of 
tlic clutch 
used to transmit power 


(rom the engine to the gcarset and It 
IB necessary to have friction between 
the brakes and the brake drums when 
these members are applied to stop the 
motion ot the car. 
If there was no 


friction between the tires of the driv- 
ing wheels or traction members sine 
1 


the ground It would he impossible fot 
the power 
plant to propel the 
car 


At the other hand, If there was too 
much friction at the bearing; points o 
the motor, gearaet, power transmis- 
sion parts and wheels. It would' bo 
practically Impossible to propel 
the

The great number of trees felled by 


the recent gale Indicates {hat the 
prophecy of tree 
experts 
who 
have 


been predicting widespread decay was 
not groundless. A great 
many old 


trees were blown down all over the 
city and almost every other tree in 
some sections had large branches torn 
oft. 
There is an clement of danger 


in this which should not be lost sight 
of, but 
the 
main consideration 
is 


whether we shall have any trees on 
our streets in a few years. It Is evi- 
dent that we cannot afford the expen- 
sive tree doctoring prescribed by visit- 
ing experts, but it might be well to 
give the trees of tbe city a thorough 
going over, to remove such as arc dead 
or decaying, to trim 
those 
partially 


decayed and to replace those fallen by 
now trees. The insect pests that have 
inflicted themselves on New England 
of late years do more to destroy the 
trees than the slower process of time, 
and when planting or

Veteran* and Son* Pledge Support-* 


Saya Civil War Haji Healed, Xot Di- 
vided, the Nation 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Veterans 


of the Civil war for th« annual en- 
campment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, were formally welcomed to 
tho capital last night by President 
Wilson, who told them their battles 
0 years ago were fought that the 
;rea.tcst Instrumentality for tho up- 
lift of mankind the world has ever 
seen might not be Impaired. 


Tho president spoke amid scenes of 


patriotic fervor In the crowded con- 
vention hall Into which the old Census 
building had been converted. Colonel 
David J. Palmer, commander-ln-chlef 
of- the G. A. R., introduced him amid 
thunderous cheering and Informed him 
that the veterans stood solidly behind 
the administration's conduct of the 
present day foreign problems, and that 
their sons would support him in any 
steps he might take. 


Applause frequently interrupted the 


president as he spoke to the veterans, 
their families and friends. He did not 
touch directly on tho European war 
or on problems growing out of It, but 
devoted his address to the mission of 
the United States 
and 
the 
lessons 


taught by the Civil war. 
He spoke of 


the Civil war as one of the few In 
history 
of which both sides should 


be proud. 
The meeting, marked 
the 
formal 


opening of the Grand Army encamp- 
ment, which will continue during the 
remainder of the week with the great 
parade and presidential review tomor- 
row.The president's address, In part, fol- 
lows: 
"It is a singular thing that men of 


a single generation should have wit- 
nessed what you have witnessed In tho 


far as national history Is concerned. 
This is one of the very few wars in 
which, In one sense, every ona engaged 
may take pride. Some wars are to be 
regretted;, some wars mar the annals 
of history; but some wars contrasted 
with those make those annals distin- 
guished, show that the spirit of man 
sometimes springs to great enterprises 
that are even greater than his own 
mind had conceived. 


"You set the nation free for that 


great career of development, of un- 
hampered 
development, which 
the 


world has witnessed since the Civil 
war. 
But, for my own part, I would 


not be proud o£ the 
extraordinary 


physical development of this country, 
of Its extraordinary 
development In 


material wealth and financial power, 
did I not believe that the people of 
the United States wished all of this 
power devoted to ideal ends. 
There- 


have been other nations as rich as we; 
there have been other nations as pow- 
erful; there have been other nations 
as spirited; but I hope we shall never 
forget that we created this nation, not 
to serve ourselves, but to serve roan- 
kind. 
"I hope I may say without even an 


implication of criticism upon any oth- 
er great people in the world that It 
has always seemed to me that tho peo- 
ple of the United States wished to be 
regarded as devoted to the promotion 
of particular 
principles 
of 
human 


rights. The United States was found- 
ed not to provide free homes but to 
assert human rights. This nag meant 
a great enterprise of human spirit. 
Nobody, no large bodies of men, In the 
time that that flag was first set up, 
believed with a very firm belief In 
the 
efficacy of democracy. 
Do you 


realize that only so long ago as the 
time of the American revolution dem- 
ocracy was regarded as an experiment 
in the world, and we regarded as ex- 
perimenters? 
But we not only be- 


lieved in It, we showed our belief was 
well founded and that a nation as pow- 
erful as any in the world could be 
erected upon the will of the people; 
that, indeed, there was a power in 
such a nation that dwelt in no other 
nation, unless also in that other na- 
tion the spirit of 
the 
people pre- 


vailed. 
"We now know and the world knows 


that the thing we then undertook, rash 
as it seemed, has been practicable, and
